An old Intend »nya tho hog Sueh- 
rlninir in bollt^d ovory day in Viilhiielu 
to food the buroes, but lie conien to life 
again eoeh evening, ready for the 
aaortflco. 

Taoitus says the Estlgl, a (iorman 
tribe, worshiped the boar. The Slavs 
arc said also to huve adored a poi'oluo 
deity. Tho OhiiioHu name one of tho 
slirns of the sodlao after the pig. 

Hut the animal is In other looalltien 
III irrent disfavor. The Jews and Mo- 
hammedans, as is well known, nhhur 
the ile»h of the unclean animal. Tlu i e 
aro other religious sects that follow 
their uxamplo. The wise Sljp Thonai 
Browno t«ns us thU Atkllke UQI oWrhg' 
to the fact that the hog Is an omblem of 
Impu^t}.
